New Scholarships. 


Mrs. 
Phcebe A. Hearst, who has 
been a most liberal contributor toward 
assisting worthy young ladies to ac­ 
quire a college education at the Uni­ 
versity of California, has again shown 
her benevolence by offering four more 
yearly scholarships of $300 each, to 
continue indefinitely. 


This was brought 
about 
by the 
suggestion of the committee of the 
faculty in charge of scholarships, that 
the eight perpetual funds now in her 
name, yielding $300 annually, be con­ 
verted into twelve, each yielding $200 
a year, on account of the great number 
of applications now on hand. 


This Mrs. Hearst could not decide 
to do, since she realized that $300 was 
little enough to give toward defraying 
the expenses of a college student in 
California. 


On the grounds of her desire that 
more of the applicants might receive 
favor, and that all those who did re­ 
ceive anything Irom her hand 
were 
well provided for, she authorized the 
committee to make four more awards. 


The results of lormer awardB have 
been so satisfactory to her that she 
feels fully justified in drawing upon 
her private incorre in order that a few 
more worthy young women may be 
granted the privilege of taking a col­ 
lege course. 


The selection of the students to 
whom the new scholarships are to be 
awarded has been left entirely to the 
judgment of the faculty committee at 
Berkeley. 


1 hey will hold a special session this 
morning, at which both the old and 
the new scholarships will be tendered 
for the coming year. 


The new funds established will con­ 
tinue only during the discretion of the 
donor, but the original eight will stand 
in perpetuity.

Fire at San Francisco 


About 6 o'clock yesterday afternoon 


A. W. Collins, night 
watchman for 
Carrack, Williams and Wright of the 
San Francisco Box factory, discovered 
a fire in the rear of their engine house 
at 515 Fifth street. 
Arf* alarm was 
immediately turned in and soon the 
entire fire department of San Francisco 


was on the ground. 
A northwesterly 
breeze was blowing quite fresh. 
A de 


lay 
in the fire companies getting a 
stream on the fire allowed the wind to 
fan the flames so fast that they got the 
upperhand of the depaitment and held 
it until two'blocks of buildings were 
destroyed. 
The loss will probably go 
beyond $500,000. 
The blocks where 
the fire raged are bounded by Fifth, 
Bluxome, Fourth and Bryant streets. 


The heat was intense, being suffi­ 
ciently strong to warp the rails of the 
street cars out of shape, 
But few ac­ 
cidents occurred and as far as known 
none fatal. 
It is said that if water 
could have been obtained as soon as 
the fire was discovered that it could 
easily have been put out. 


People from Oakland, Berkeley and 
Alameda went over to the city to see 
the fire. From Berkeley the sight was 
a beautiful one although 
destruction 
was going on. 
All the streets within 
two or three blocks of the fire were 
densely filled with people who came 
Irom all sections of the city to take a 
look at the devouring element in its 
glory. 


Brick walls was the only thing that 
prevented the fire from crossing Blux 
ome street and destroying the freight 
jheds of the Southern Pacific Com 
pany.

The smoke from the Judson rolling 
mills is again being wafted over North 
Oakland and the ^residents ara. con­ 
gratulating themselves that 
prosperity 
and better times are' again in sight. 
The fact of itself is sufficient to bring 
hope to many who have had little to 
do since work was virtually shut off 
more than a year ago. 
Today three 
shifts of men, 
working eight hours 
each, are at work in the rolling depart­ 
ment. 


F. P. McFeeley, superintendent of 
the judson works, was seen in regard 
to the reopening and said, "The pros­ 
pects are much brighter than they have 
been for a year past. 
We have more 
work on hand now than for many 
months and are figuring on a large 
amount of new work. 
We have never 
been shut down except to take stock 
but our work has been such that only 
a small force were kept at work. 
We 
now have about 150 men at work but 
when running at full capacity we em- 


ply 450. 
We will run as long as the 
orders last and then the rolling mill 
will have to close for a week or so un­ 
til it is needed again. 


"We formerly had a big trade in the 
North, also to the South, but now they 
have railroads which give them favors 
rnd they can get material from the 
.iast cheaper than from here. 
Our 
work now is for Honolulu and 
other 
islands of the sea and some of Mexico. 
The main branch of our work is build­ 
ing material for frame work and cast­ 
ings of all sorts. 
Then there is the 
tack factory which runs all the time 
with a small force." 


Mr.JMcFeeley then went on' with 
the discussion of the outlook, 
"This 


/The different manufactories in West 
Berkeley report business as being very 
fair. 
They are all running 
mostly 
upon orders. 
Some of them are more 
busy than others but the general 
feel­ 
ing is that we are on the* eve of better 
times. 
There appears to be a very 
healthy tone to business which is cer­ 
tainly very encouraging. 


Work at both the Oil Factories is 
sufficient to keep them going in full 
blast for some time to come. 
The 
managers of these institutions 
some 
times get short of the raw material they 
are engaged in working up, on account 
of its having to be transported such a 
long distance and the infrequency of 
•the vessels' trips which ply between 
San Francisco and the islands of the 
Southern Pacific. 


The Match Factory, which has cor­ 
rugated iron sides, ends and roof, is 
fast 
approaching 
completion. 
The 
boiler has been set in brick work and 
the new smokestack has been placed 
in position.. 
The engine, after 
being 
thoroughly overhauled, has been set 
upon 
the 
bed prepared for it and 
bolted down. 
Several cords of match 
wood have been received and 
stored 
away for immediate use. 
The time 
will be short ere everything will be 
ready for the production of matches. 
Employment will be given to a num­ 
ber of people and one more 
industry 
will be regularly installed in Berkeley's 
list ol manufacturing enterprises.

A Washed Out Title. 


Findings were filed yesterday 
by 
Judge Og^len in the suit of the Oak­ 
land Homestead 
Association against 


T. W. Corder and others involving a 
portion of the water front near Butch- 
ertown south of West Berkeley. 
The 
Court -finds adversely to the claim of 
the plaintiffs. 
In his decision Judge 
Ogden recites the facts at issue and 
among others that the defendants have 
been in actual possession of the land 


for fifteen years and erected 
improve­ 
ments of the value of $20,000 upon 
the property in question, excepting the 
northerly 113.54 feet. 


The frontage effected is 1054 feet 
along the patent line of the V. and D. 
Peralta Rancho from the extension of 
Peabody lane to Union street. 
The 
plaintiffs set up a title derived from 
the Mexican grant prior to the acqui­ 
sition of the State of California and 
confirmed by the State to V. and D. 
Peralta. 


It was shown in the trial that the 
action ol the tide and waves had wash­ 
ed away the surface of the land the 
erasion operating at about one foot in 
thirty years. 
The surface of the land 
in question was so washed away and 
removed that prior to the commence­ 
ment of the action it was below the 
ordinary line 6f high tide. 


The court holds thai the grant line 
shifts with the line of ordinary high 
tide 
so that the 
plaintiffs 
by 
the 
action 
of the 
waves have lost title 
to the land between the original grant 
line and the line of ordinary high tide.

Shortly before 6 o'clock last evening 
a fire broke out on Bryant and Hfth 


< streets in San Francisco, and it was 
long after midnight 
before it was 
tinder control, and then the loss was 
about,$j.,*5Q,ooo with about $250,000 
insurance. 
The district 
that was 
banned over was covered with manufac- 
tor^s^ lumber yards and cheap tene­ 
ment houses, all built of wood and 


3 consequently k was just like so much 
ktndlJAg wood. 
The fire will prove a 
gkgjtfc disaster to, San Francisco, as the 
different persons.: whose business was 
destroyed employed hundreds of work­ 
men, and the most of them have lost 
all they possessed from the fact that 


• they had no insurance upon their busi­ 
ness and consequently they will be 
unable to resume. 


Edward F. Niehaus, school director 
-^'Berkeley, had his business entirely 
destroyed and his loss is estimated at 
., ($ip,ooo,,with no insurance. 
As he 
ndealt almost entirely in hard woods the 
.Jieatini bis building was so intense that 
it literally melted his safe. 


It has beenxknown for years that the 


rw»ter isupply in the burned district was 
inadequate for fire purposes, but as 
,San Francisco has been extremely 
lucky for many years, as far as fire 
wis concerned, the Board of Supervi­ 
sors,' instead of increasing the number 
~' of hydrants and having more water, 
-hist trusted to luck, and last night 
they got it, and in consequence a num- 
. ber of business men are ruined, while 
i. hundreds, of men, women and children 


are homeless and out of work. 
. . /That there were no lives lost last 
evening seems remarkable, as the peo 
pie were panic stricken and the police 
Could not keep them from running 
into their, houses trying to save, some 
of their household goods. There were 


• several narrow escapes among the fire­ 
men, but none of them were seriously 
injured. 


In this connection it would be well 
to call the attention of the people of 
Berkeley to the danger that threatens 


• the business block in town, on Shat- 
tuck avenue between Center and Ad 
dison streets. The buildings are all 
of wood and in the rear is much com­ 
patible material, < which once started 
would baffle the best efforts of our fire- 
meu and citizens. The night watch- 


, man. George Parker, has had to put 
out fires on several occasions in the 
rear of the Advocate office. 
He has 


.notified, the Advocate people of the 
• danger and asked them to desist, but 
no attention was paid to him. 
Finally 


., he made complaint to Mr. Sbattuck, 
^ the owner of the building, and during 
the last few days the building of fires 
in. the back yard at night has tie en 
stopped. 
The street superintendent or 
the marshal, which ever one is entrusted 
with this duty, should see that all the 
back yards in the business part of town 
are cleaned up before the Fourth of 
July. 
If this is done it may be the 
means of saving thousands of dollars 
both to the business men and to the 
town.

An ordinance denning the duties and 


fixing the compensation

T H E BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF THE TOWN 
1 
of Berkeley do ordain ns follows: 
SKCTIOB 1. It shall be the duty of the Town 
Engineer to give the corners, lines or survey of 
lots or blocks or other divisions of land* within 
the Town of Berkeley; the official grade of side­ 
walks In .front of all build Ings, blacks or lots 
with certificate of same, the position ot sower 
conn eat Ions and line and grade for all private 
sewers', when applied to, for which servioe or 
servloes he shall reoeive from the person mak 
lnp nnniloatlon. the amounts hereuia(t< 
application, the amounts hereinafter pro- 


He shall furnish oertifled copies of plans and 
npeoi&oatlons of proposrd publlo work to In­ 
tending bidders or others and shall receive for 
such servioe the compensation 
hereinafter 
named. 


Ho Bhall perform all duties In the matter of 
street and sewer work provided to be performed 
by the Town Engineer in the General-' Street 
LUWB of California, and shall, In each case of 
work done under the provisions of said-laws, 
before the time for reoelvtag bids has Arrived, 
file with the Town Clerk an estimate of the 
quantities of the various k I mis of work to be done, 
from which estimate the lowest bid sball.be de­ 
termined. 


He shall perform all other engineering work 
that may be ordered by (fie lioard of Trustees. 


Section 2. The Town Engineer shall main- 
lain an otltBe in the Town Hall in a room or 
rooms to ho designated hy the Hoard of Trus­ 
tees, and shall keep the same open to the, pub­ 
lic during reasonuble hours each day in the 
week, exoeptlng legal holidays. 


He shull enter Tn a book or books kept for 
that purpose in his office, a record of all surveys 
and measurements made under the provisions 
of this ordinance. 


All reoords of surveys aud all calculation 
books pertaining to streets, plazas or other 
town work, with all maps, pluns, and profiles 
in which the Town can In any manner be Inter­ 
ested, shall be and remain the property of the 
Town of Berkeley and shull be kept In the 
Town Engineer's office, and shall be open for 
public Inspection during office hours. All such 
books, mups, plans and profiles, shall be cure 
fully preserved by the Towu Engineer and 
transmitted to his successor In otttoc. 


Seotion 3. If at any timo.lt shall become nec­ 
essary for any person to remove any street 
monument for any purpose, notloo shall be 
given to the Town Engineer, who shall remove 
such monument and replace the same in ltB or­ 
iginal position us soon us the object for which 
the removal shall be necessary, shall have 
been attained; and the compensation to the 
Town Engineer for such removal aud replaolng 
of street monuments shall be us hereinafter 
named. 


Seotion 4. Tho compensation to be due and 
to be paid the Town Engineer for the perform­ 
ance of the duties herein named shall be as fol­ 
lows, to wit: 


1. For survey of lots or series of lots above 
high water, eight dollars for fifty feet frontage 
or less, including four corner stakes, with 
Iwenty-flve cents additional for each additional 
corner or stake. For frontage greuter than fifty 
feet, eight dollars for the first fifty feet and two 
and one half cents per front foot for eaoh addi­ 
tional foot of frontage, and for an entire vacant 
block with four stakes, twenty dollars. Ail 
suoh surveys shull Include a diagram of the 
survey. 
2. For giving the official grade and line of 
curb or sidewalk In front of uny lot, eight dol­ 
lars, provided that If suld grade be given ut the 
time of survey of lot, the fee for such grade 
shall be hve dollars. 


3. For line and grade for private sewer con­ 
nection, six dollars for one hundred feet or less 
aud five cents for each additional foot of eewer 
in excess of one hundred feet. 


4. For furnishing to intending bidders or 
others, oerttlied copies or plans or profiles of 
public work, thirty cents per square foot of 
drawing or blue print, provldlug no oharge. 
shall be less than twenty-live cents. 


For furnishing certified copies of specifica­ 
tions or transcripts of other records in his 
office not otherwise provided for, ten cents per 
folio of one hundred words. 


&. For all engineering work ordered by the 
Board of Trustees.und to be paid for from the 
general fund, the Town Engineer shull be en­ 
titled to collect from the Towu of Berkeley the 
actual expense Incurred by bdm in the perform­ 
ance of said work and the Town 
Engineer's 
time shall be rated for suoh service ut the rate 
of ten dollurs per day of eight hours for tfmo 
actually spent in the field on suub work 
und live dollars per day for time aotually spent 
in ofiloe work in suoh servioe. 


The Town Engineer shall Hie with the Town 
Clerk, itemized demands for all expense In­ 
curred in said service Including his own time. 


6. The compensation mentioned elsewhere In 
this ordlnanoe shall not be oonstrued as apply­ 
ing to engineering services in connection with 
work, funds for whioh are seoured by bonding 
tho Town of Berkeley; but the engineering for 
such work shall be paid at the following rate:
